1. Asbestos Textile Institute 


The Asbestos Textile Institute during the year 1956 
continued to provide technical and promotional services 
designed to promote among both the producers and con- 
sumers of asbestos textiles a better understanding of the 
capabilities and potential fields of utilization for the pro- 
duets of the asbestos textile industry. 

Under the presidency of Mr. F. J. Wakem, Johns- 
Manville Corp., during the past year, the regular quarter- 
ly meetings have offered an opportunity for the consider- 
ation of the many problems which confront our industry 
as it is challenged to meet the ever changing demands of 
our industrial and technological world of today. 

In an effort to promote better understanding be- 
tween the asbestos textile manufacturers and the miners of 
asbestos fibres, the June meeting of the Institute was held 
at Thetford Mines, Canada, and on this occasion the mem- 
bership was afforded the opportunity of visiting the mines 
and mills in that locality and in Asbestos, P.Q., there ob- 
taining first hand knowledge regarding the origination of 
the industry’s basic commodity, chrysotile asbestos.

As in previous years, the various Association 
committees carried on extensive work directed toward 
product improvements, better manufacturing proced- 
ures and fuller utilization of technical developments. 


Mr. E. J. (Tim) O’Leary of the Ruberoid Company 
was re-elected Association President at the annual meet- 
ing in June. Mr. Robert J. Tobin of the Atlantic As- 
phalt & Asbestos Company, who has been active in af- 
fairs of the Association since its formation, was elected 
Vice-President. Mr. Harold H. Whittemore of the Flint- 
kote Company was named Treasurer. The Association’s 
manager, Mr. Chester C. Kelsey, was again chosen to 
serve as Secretary.

4. Magnesia Insulation Manufacturers Ass'n. 


In 1956, the Magnesia Insulation Manufacturers As- 
sociation expanded its operations through the creation 
of a new Manufacturing Committee, a Government-In- 
dustry Committee, and the reorganization of the former 
Technical Committee as the Engineering and Research 
Committee. 

The Association further broadened its field of ac- 
tivity by including calcium silicate and expanded silica 
insulations for medium and high temperatures as well 
as 85% Magnesia and diatomaceous silica insulations. 
These additions of products produced by its members 
permits MIMA to represent a complete family of thermal 
insulating materials for piping and equipment operating 
from 200 F. to 1,900 F. 

Three regular meetings of the Association were held 
in January, April and September, with a number of in- 
terim meetings of the four committees. 

Extensive cooperation was given by the Association 
in the devevlopment of Federal, Military and ASTM 
specifications for pipe, block and cement insulating ma- 
terials. In a continuing study of application and finish- 
ing techniques, it was determined by laboratory and field 
tests that aluminum jacketing corrosion was due to con- 
tact with moisture rather than any insulation ingredient. 
The use of moisture barriers under such jackets was 
recommended. 

Educational and informational activities were con- 
tinued during 1956 through the dissemination of As- 
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sociation literature and editorial material published in 
business publications. The second edition of the 85% 
Magnesia insulation Manual, published in 1955, has been 
sent to some 16,000 engineers, architects, technical 
schools, and others concerned with insulation. Distribu- 
tion of the Association publication, MIMA NEWS, was 
expanded and a new character, ‘‘B.T. Unit,’’ was intro- 
duced as a fictional engineer with solutions to insulating 
problems. 


Packaging and shipping methods were among the 
subjects studied by the Manufacturing Committee in ef- 
forts to improve present practices. In its first year of 
operation, this Committee devoted a substantial part of 
its time to initiating studies which are under way and on 
which results are expected in 1957. 

At the 13th annual meeting of the Magnesia Insula- 
tion Manufacturers Association held on January 10 and 
11, 1957, in Philadelphia, Alvin M. Ehret, Jr., President 
of Ehret Magnesia Manufacturing Company, was elected 
Chairman of the Board of Governors succeeding Ernest 
Muehleck, President of Keasbey & Mattison Company. 
Mr. Muehleeck had held the office since the association 
was formed in 1944. 

J. A. O’Brien, Vice President of Johns-Manville 
Sales Corporation, was elected Vice-Chairman, and the 
board appointed E. H. Luchs, Vice President of Mundet 
Cork Corporation as association Treasurer. 

Concurrent meetings were held of the Engineering 
and Research, Manufacturing, and Publicity Committees. 
The Government-Industry Committee had met previously 
in Washington.

The cost has been esti- 
mated at $4.6 million. 
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ADVOCATE MINES LIMITED 


Extensive diamond drilling by Advocate Mines Lim- 
ited on its 1,575 square mile concession in Newfoundland 
in 1956 has blocked out a major asbestos deposit, ideal for 
cheap open-pit mining, Dr. M. J. Boylen, President re- 
cently announced. So far, 13,500 tons of ore have been 
established with estimated grade averaging in excess of 
$8.50 per ton, which compares with a $5.74 average grade 
mined by asbestos producers in Canada in 1954. 

The major occurrence lies in the Burlington Peninsu- 
la between Notre Dame Bay and White Bay in the north- 
easterly part of the island. At present 12 diamond drilling 
rigs are operating in a program which company geologists 
feel will expand reserves to 50,000,000 tons by June 1957. 

Discovered by company prospectors George Me- 
Naughton of Timmins, and Norman Peters of Newfound- 
land, the property in a short span of months has respond- 
ed from a small outerop of asbestos fibre to an asbestos 
deposit of major economic importance. The completion of 
120 drill holes, approximately 40,000 feet, has indicated 
fibre bearing peridotite body one mile long and 4 mile 
wide to date in the favorable structure which oceurs along 
a strike length of 39 miles. The ore occurs in a saucer 
shaped structure and lies under an average 250-foot cap- 
ping of finely-grained peridotite for the most part, but 
does extend to surface on the contact walls. Other fibre 
occurrences have been found along the favorable belt with 
indications of a second major deposit 24% miles south of 
the present workings. 

Surface diamond drilling and lateral development 
from three crosscuts off a 100-foot prospect shaft blocked 
out 13,500,000 tons valued at $114,750,000 based on ore 
grade of $8.50 per ton. Tonnage was calculated to a maxi- 
mum depth of 300 feet. Deepest hole was carried in ore 
to 910-foot depth but is not included in ore estimates. Ton- 
nage to date includes the West ore body of 4,000,000 tons ; 
the South ore body of 2,500,000 tons and the North ore 
body of 7,000,000 tons. These ore bodies are contiguous 
and are still open laterly and to depth. 

In excess of 2,000 tons of ore taken from three cross- 
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cuts from the 100-foot horizon of the West ore body and 
treated in the Canadian Johns-Manville mill at Asbestos, 
Quebec, have returned gratifying results, Dr. Boylen 
states. The first sample of 711 tons averaged $21.53 asbes- 
tos per ton, with the second run of 714 tons averaging 
$14.85. The third mill test of 587 tons was calculated to 
average between the above dollar values. The fibre is pre- 
dominantly of the type used in the manufacture of Tran- 
site pipe and building products which have always found 
a ready market. It has a high tensile strength and good 
filtering properties. 

The Company has conducted fairly extensive inves- 
tigations relative to dock facilities, townsites, hydroelee- 
tric power and metallurgy and on completion of the test 
work now in progress at Canadian Johns-Manville it will 
be possible to design the flow sheet for the proposed 5,000 
ton mill. 

Surveys have been completed for harnessing a power 
site at Middle Arm, 12 miles from the deposit, where a 
potential of 14,000 installed H.P. is available. In all like- 
lihood power construction will commence this year and 
decision is expected to be made shortly whether the Com- 
pany or the British Newfoundland Corporation Limited 
will undertake the project. 

R. J. Isaacs, General Manager, estimates the over-all 
project will cost in the neighborhood of $17,500,000. A 
break-down of this figure includes $1,500,000 pre-produc- 
tion expenses; $1,500,000 production facilities for open- 
pit operations; $1,250,000 surface facilities ; $570,000 pri- 
mary crushing and drying; $150,000 surface bins; 
$80,000 storage bins (10,000 tons); $900,000 secondary 
crushing and drying; $300,000 dry ore storage bins; 
$6,000,000 mill building and equipment; $250,000 outside 
facilities, electrical; $500,000 townsite development; 
$1,000,000 miscellaneous and $3,500,000 hydro-electric 
power development. ; 

Mr. Isaacs has estimated the operating profit poten- 
tial at 5,000 tons per day, based on grade of $8.50, at 
$5.25 per ton, or about $8,900,000 annually on 340 days 
milling. Costs of $3.25 per ton include $1.00 on open pit 
mining; 30 cents crushing, drying and ore storage; 90 
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cents milling; 2 cents hand cobbing; 10 cents warehousing 
and boat loading; 50 cents general overhead ; 20 cenis sales 
and 23 cents miscellaneous. 

Dr. Boylen states that by the time the property is in 
production, issued capital should approximate 3,500,000 
shares. Potential earnings during the tax-free period, 
should be approximately $2.50 per share. 

Details of senior financing, Dr. Boylen states, have 
not been finalized to date, although the larger asbestos 
producers in Canada have discussed possible participation, 
following exhaustive examination of the property and dia- 
mond drilling results by representative engineers. It is 
expected that senior financing will be finalized during 
January 1957. 


AUSTRALIAN MINERAL INDUSTRY 
1955 REVIEW 


Australian production, imports and exports of asbes- 
tos were all at record level in 1955. 

At Wittenoom, W. A., production of crocidolite was 
4,487 tons, the highest on record. Production of chrysotile 
for the year was 865 tons, of which 590 tons were from 
Baryulgil, New South Wales, and 275 tons from Nunyerry 
and Lionel, W. A. Production of ecrocidolite will be in- 
ereased considerably to meet the growing overseas demand 
for this fibre. 

Total exports of fibre during 1955 were at an all time 
high of 6,559 tons, including 6,476 tons of erocidolite and 
65 tons of chrysotile. In addition, 18 tons of other varieties 
were exported, possibly representing re-exported material. 

The quantity of crocidolite exported was much in ex- 
cess of production, the difference being drawn from accum- 
ulated stocks held by Australian Blue Asbestos Pty. Ltd. 
Although details of grades are not available, it is probable 
that the bulk was Grade 3, approximately equivalent to the 
Canadian 3T grading. 

Imports of asbestos fibre in 1955 were at the record 
level of 39,993 tons — an 18% increase on imports in 1954. 
The major increase was in the quantity of amosite import-

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ed; at 12,061 tons this was only 331 tons shorts of the pre- 
vious highest for this type of fibre recorded in 1952. The 
principal increase in chrysotile was from Canada although 
a substantial increase was recorded in South African fibre. 

Except for the chrysotile production from Baryulgil., 
N.S.W., and a small proportion of that from Nunyerry 
and Lionel, W. A., the bulk of the Australian asbestos pro- 
duction is exported. Thus imports of chrysotile and amo- 
site should be an approximate indication of the annual 
fibre consumption. 

Although imports were at a record rate in 1955, there 
was a slight fall in the production of asbestos cement sheet- 
ing during the year. This possibly reflects some slackening 
in the building industry, particularly in the last quarter of 
the year. Although no statisties of actual consumption are 
available for 1955, it is estimated that consumption was 
about 32,000 tons, similar to that estimated for 1954. 
Should this estimate prove correct and demand in 1956 is 
maintained at a similar level to that in 1955, then imports 
could be somewhat lower, permitting consumers to utilize 
any accumulated excess stocks.

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MAKKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 





During January, for the first time in many months, 
the business world gave signs of having developed a very 
mild case of the ‘‘jitters’’. The stock market reflected this 
with rather substantial losses in the averages. Several 
large corporations deferred expansion projects apparent- 
ly with the feeling that under present competitive con- 
ditions capital expenditures should be limited to those 
projects which .will ‘‘pay off’’ in the shortest time. 
A lag in-auto sales has made available for other uses 
substantial tonnages of steel. However the supply of strue- 
tural steel is still very tight due to limits imposed by 
rolling capacity. It is obwous that competition in many 
lines is getting tougher and this will result in lower 
profit margins for many companies over the months ahead. 

However, at the moment, general business continues 
good and the better known economists are not particularly 
alarmed by recent evidences of increasing caution on the 
part of many businessmen. 

ASBESTOS — RAW MATERIAL. 

Shipments of asbestos fibre wewre prety well normal 
for the time of the year and the usual seasonable low 
was experienced during January. 

As mentioned previously, the December shipments 
were on a very much reduced level and the full year total 
shipments for the industry were below 1955 by approxi- 
mately 3%. 

From all. indications 1957 demand should remain 
at approximately the 1956 level, although it could be a 
little higher.

The equipment market is not as 
good as anticipated; this market depends on how well 
new models appeal to public after the first buying rush. 





Asbestos Paper. Orders for this material are moder- 
ate with demand very close to productive capacity. Sales 
for this month are running ahead of sales for the same 
period last year. Indications show that this year will be 
better than last. There has been little change in the Mull- 
board market and a continuation of present situation is J 
expected for the next few months. The Saturated Paper 
market is normal in winter season—slow but ahead of 
previous years—production being ahead of sales. 

Insulation. High Pressure. There are indications 
that the volume for this material is increasing as more 
inquiries are coming out for bids but competition remains 
keen for the jobs which are available. 

Insulation. Low Pressure. Demand for this material 
continues to be spotty with good volume in those areas 
where weather conditions permit construction to con- 
tinue and a decline where construction has slowed down. 

Asbestos Cement Products. This market is season- 
ally slow. It is expected that with decreased residential 
construction in 1957, there will be a reduced volume 
of asbestos siding products sold. Increased maintenance 
and repairs will offset the reductions somewhat. 

Sales of A-C pipe have fallen off due to seasonal con- 
ditions, but reports indicate a very optimistic expectation 
of demand equalling that of previous years. 


The above comments have been made by various informed 
executives in the Industry. All comments are welcome.

The year 1956 set a new record in dollar volume of 
contract awards for future construction in the 37 states 
east of the Rockies, F. W. Dodge Corporation, construc- 
tion news and marketing specialists reported. At 
$24,412,630,000, the awards were three percent greater 
than the 1955 total. 


However, December awards at $1,575,897,000 were 18 
percent lower than December 1955 and marked the fourth 
consecutive month in which awards have been lower than 
the corresponding periods of 1955. 


The cumulative awards for the year 1956 also estab- 
lished all-time records in dollar volume in two major con- 
struction categories: non-residential awards at $9,005,- 
948,000, were six percent greater than the similar 1955 
period; heavy engineering at $5,580,222,000 showed a 10 
percent increase. However, residential awards at $9,826.- 
460,000 were down four percent compared to 1955 al- 
though they were the second highest ever recorded. 


Commenting on the year-end figures, Thomas 8S. Hol- 
den, Dodge vice chairman, said: ‘‘While contract awards 
in the past year set records, the increase was more moder 
ate than in any earlier postwar year. This is not at all 
surprising, and in fact it was anticipated in our outlook 
statement issued in November 1955. The prospects for 1957, 
at this stage, seem to be for another moderate increase to 
new record levels, sparked largely by public works con- 
struction of all types, with particular emphasis on high 

yays.’’ 

December awards by major construction categories 
show a new record in dollar volume in the heavy engi- 
neering category of $502,029,000, up four percent com- 
pared to December 1955. However, residential awards at 
$450,646,000 were down 37 percent, and non-residential 
at $623,222,000 decreased 14 percent compared to the like

Annual Report 


The Fifth Annual Report, dated September 30, 1956, of the 
Cassiar Asbestos Corporation Limited (of Toronto, Ont., Can- 
ela) has been received from F. M. Connell, President. 


During the year the company earned a net profit of 
$2,225,088 after providing depreciation aggregating $719,887 and 
amortization of deferred development in amount of $25,785. 


During the fiscal year, 356,334 tons of ore were delivered 
to the millsite and 406,118 tons of waste rock were removed 
from the hanging wall of the ore body. Mining continued until 
October 28, 1956, and 342,903 tons of ore were delivered and 
411,020 tons of waste were removed, or an average of 1,715 tons 
of ore and 2,055 tons of waste per day during the period April 
11 to October 28. 


The tramline was put into operation on June 1, 1956 and 
handled 50% of the total tonnage. Some alterations are re- 
quired in the loading arrangements to permit use of its full 
capacity of 100 tons per hour during the cold periods in the 
early spring and late fall. 


The mill treated 258,056 tons of ore for an average of 706 
tons per calendar day, with a fibre recovery of $26.80 per ton. 
Two new grades of fibre were successfully introduced to the 
market, which largely accounted for the increased production. 
These grades are “AAA”, a high-grade spinning fibre, and 
“AC”, a high-grade asbestos cement fibre. 


At the close of the mining season on October 28, 1956, 
there were 106,851 tons in the dry storage and 97,406 tons in 
the stockpile, sufficient to supply the mill until commencement 
of mining operations in June 1957.

New high records were set in 1956 for Johns-Manville earn- 
ings, sales and dividends, L. M. Cassidy, Chairman of the 
Board, announced on January 28, 1957, in issuing the audited 
figures for the year. 

Consolidated net earnings of Johns-Manville Corporation 
were $25,003,000, which was $1,492,000 more than net earn- 
ings of $23,511,000 in 1955.
